Then perhaps we are reminded that 
God made the country and man made 
the town. Hut we should not forget 

that in making the great town man re- 
ceived some valuable assistance from 
I he devil. The claim of Satan on the 
mountain that he owned the gorgeous 
palaces below him was not altogether 
pretended, for he had a mechanic's 
lien on every one of them. 

Railroads, which claim to bo the 

greatest agents of modern civilisation, 

are but the iron tent aides of a monster 
OCtopus. As they reach out further 
and further they seize in their re- 
morseless grasp all the treasures of 
the country, and bear them back to 

the iron maw of the city, which re- 
ceives and holds everything digestible 
and Indigestible under the sun. 

Henoe the great cities arc Increas- 
ing at an accelerated rate of speed, in 
wealth, in population and in poverty, 
while the country is decreasing iii like 
manner in everything except poverty, 
which always grows without an effort.

A LAWYER'S OPINION. 



Levee on Wednesday, Nov. 27th, 



(h'rom mil- Boston Correspondent.) 

About ninety deaf-mutes revolted 
for freedom from the Boston Deaf- 
Society, at a mass meeting held in 
Dexter Hall last Friday evening, and 

it is probable that the firm of Messrs. 
Story, Tillinghast A Co., who have 
been running the business under the, 
name of" Hoston Deaf-Mute Society ' 
for fourteen years, will be forced to 
go hence and end their dictatorship. 
Previous to the mass meeting, the 
object was intended to remove Mr. 

John T. Tillinghast from the com- 
mittee, but since consulting with a 
lawyer engaged for that purpose the 
original plan was changed, and his 

case was deferred to some other time. 
Mr. George C. Sawyer was chosen 

permanent chairman, and Mr, A. W. 

Oreutt, Secret arv . 

The Chairman opened the meeting 
by telling the reasons why ohargefl 
against Mr. Tillinghast should be 
withheld, and, before proceeding, 
Mr. Sawyer said he would like a his- 
tory of the Huston Deaf-Mute Soeiety, 
so iie called Mr. (I. A. Holmes, who 

was the first committeeman of the 

Society, and he spoke as follows : 

" During the seventies, there were 
I wo societies, one of which Mr. K. 
Howes was the president, with Mes- 
srs. Sturgis, Brimmer and Brooks, as 
Trustees, and of the other, Mr, 
Holmes was an officer, Either of 
them was in confusion, so both 
agreed to form a union of both socie- 
ties, naming it "The Boston Deaf- 
Mute Society." Mr. Howes was Presi- 
dent, Holmes, Vice-President, and 

Tillinghast, a director, with the same 
trustees. A few months afterwards, 

bills were presented against President 

Howes, which disgusted him so much 
that he resigned, and Mr. Holmes, 
took his place, but after a few months 
Trustee Sturgis informed Mr. 
Holmes that the funds were exhausted, 
so it bee. line necessary that the society 
be closed. 

After a while the deaf-mutes began 
to lone; for a society, whereupon Mr. 
Holmes saw it, and consulted with 
Mr. Sturgis, who replied that if he 
could get several hundred doll.: 
could go on. Consequently he (Mr. 
II.) engaged. Mr. David White to col- 
lect subscriptions. After bavin 
oeeded in getting SO much, here-open- 
ed the rooms. As In' was progressing 
he began to find that he could n 

all the work, SO After a consultation 
with Mr. Sturgis, Mr. Tillinghai 
appointed to go along with him as a 
committeeman. Hut, again, they 

found they could not get along, on 
account of their frequent lie votes, so 
both appointed Mr. Lynde, and the 
trio with the trustees have managed 
the society up to the present time, ex- 
cept Mr. Holmes, who resigned two 
years ago. 

The Chairman asked for some one 
to corroborate his statement. Mes- 
srs. Krause, Hailey. Magee and Mines, 
corroborated if. 

Meanwhile the chairman asked Mr. 
Holmes and others if Ihe society had 

ever drafted a Constitution and By- 

Laws defining the duties of otlieers, 
etc., to which they all replied in the 
negative, nor was any written 
men! made. 

Consequently, in the opinion of 
Lawyer Crane, the chairman said that 
(he Boston Society was not worth 

anything, so we can go on as we please, 

because I he society was not organic- 
ed, having no Constitution and By- 

Laws, stating the object, number of 

otlieers, defining the duties of otlieers, 
etc. 

The chairman desired to know how 
many deaf-mutes were in favor of 
going on witli the Huston Soeiety re- 
i/ed. 

Forty one voled for it, and four- 
teen against it, with twenty others 
not voting. 

Discussion was in order, as to why 
the soeiety should be Organised. 

Mr. Oreutt said that he is a mem- 
ber of the Qallaudet Society, a split 
of the Huston Soeiety, but is 
willing, as the others will undoubted- 
ly be, to join the Huston Society. 
(Great applause.) 

Mr. Hailey said that he had 1. 
to sec the society free from bondage, 
and was rejoiced to see so many re- 
volting against the bondage. He also 
• raised the Philadelphia societies, and 
toped that the Hoston Soeiety will 
follow . 

President Frisbce, of the Gallaudel 

Club, said that some of us have been 

faithful workers, as well as strong be- 
lievers in organisations, and we shall 

be row arded before lone;. 

Mr. Holmes also spoke in favor of 
it, and also Mr. Higelow, with a BUg- 
on about a permament fund. 

Mr. Friabee taking the chair, Mr. 

Sawyer said he was really glad that 
so many were in favor of organisation, 
and hoped none of tbeni would relax 
their efforts to have the soeie! 

I. lie also said that he polite- 
ly requested the Trustees' presence at 
this meeting, to which they replied 
that they did not think best to attend, 
as they knew the nature of the meet- 
i«l no votes or acts could make 
their minds. Just like 
have the reputation 
of having their own way. but thev 
will have to regret it yet. 



Mr. Story, in a letter to Mr. Bige- 
low, said he would put confidence in 

no other persons than Mr. Tillin- 
ghast and the Hartford people. Why 
were most of us called graduates of 
the Hartford school ? Didn't w 
through the school, and go to fight 
against the world V Ought WO to 
kneel down before the trustees and 
professors of the Hartford school 
resist; for we have as much rights as 
others, then they will be dictators no 
more. 

Lawyer Crane was asked to give 
his opinion, and said through the 
interpreter, Mr. Doeharty's brother, 
that we ought to appoint a committee 
of five to draft a constitution and, 
by-laws, and meet again another even- 
ing, and after its adoption, elect otli- 
eers, and get thesooiety incorporated, 
then the society will become a lawful 
organization. 

Messrs. Sawyer, Higelow, Frisbce, 
Oreutt and Holmes, were appointed a 

the Committee. 

Air. K. Frisbce offered the use of 
Ihe Gallaudel Society room for the 
next mass meeting on December 4th. 

The meeting adjourned at 0.14 p.m. 

Mr. Crane, in a letter to the chair- 
man, expressed his pleasure with the 
spirit and intelligence manifested at 
the meeting last Friday.

The building to be known as the 
Provincial Deaf and Dumb Institute, 
which occupies a sightly position on 
Portage Avenue, near the Infantry 
School, is rapidly Hearing completion. 
Owing to the late day on which work 
was begun, ihe progress has been 
rather retarded, but if line weather 
continues, the building will be en- 
closed nex ' week. 

It is built of white brick with Sel- 
kirk stone dressings and sills. In all 
it consists of two stories, with attic 
and basement, surrounded by a tower. 
The front entrance faces on Portage 
Avenue. Three others are on the 
sides and one at the back opening in- 
to the boiler room. In the basement 
will be kitchen, pupils' diiiine-rooin, 
boiler-room, laundry, servants' dining 
and sitting-rooms, boys' play-room, 
store rooms, principal's dining-room, 
lavatorv . and bath room. The ground 
floor is reached by two pair of stairs 
which introduce One into the main hall. 
On the left of this hall are public 
parlor, matron's bed-room and sittimr 
room. On the right principal's office 
and private room. On this floor also 
are two commodious school rooms, 
chapel and elof 

The first floor will be apportioned 
as follows: Two ddfmitones, one for 
bo\ s and the other for . bath 

rooms, elo-ets. rooms for attendants 
and sewing room. From this floor 
entrance is obtained throuj 
door lo a loggia in front oft lie build- 
in the attic will be a dormitory 
for the larger boj s and girh 
wards for each sex with adjoining 
rooms for nurses, trunk room, in- 
dustrial room, bath rooms and i 
Al! halls will be laid with hardwood 
flooring and some of the rooms grain- 
ed a dark shade. A hot waters 
will be put in for heating purposes, 
and it is expected that electric light 
will be used. The building is t.. 
in design and substanial and reflects 
credit upon the architect, Mr. C. 11. 
Wheeler, It is expected it will be 
ready for occupancy about February 
next. 

The I the institution is two- 

fold. While educating these deaf 
children, practical trades by which 
may, if they wish, gam a liveli- 
hood upon leaving the institution, are 
taught. Training mind and hand at 
line time has been found to be 
most beneficial for their development. 
Shoemaking, tailoring, carpentering 

or wicker work w ill be learned by the 
dressmaking, sewing and fancy 
work or cooking by the girls. 

Owing sometimes lo sentimental or 
selfish feelings, the parents of deaf 
children are loath to part with them 
for the purpose of sending them 
institution. To meet arv such 
principal Watson hopes that at the 
coming session of the Legislature a 
law calling for the compulsoi". 
cation of the deaf and dumb be 
ed. Such a law is in force in Sweden 
and other countries, and if ii 
means of gathering of these children. 
who by mercenary or other motives 
their parents are deprived of the 
benefits of the institution can confer, 
it is considered that it would be well 
to have such a compulsory law that 
will apply .successfully in Manitoba.
